WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Ths President 


and his Cabinet discussed for three hours 
yesterday the Edmunds resolution adopted 
Monday by the Senate asking the At- 
torney-General for information bearing 
upon the suspension of the United States

Attorney for

District of Alabama and the appoint- 
ment of his sifcceesor. It was accepted 
by the President and his Cabinet aa 
a test designed to discover the policy 
of the Administration on this subject and 
pivsi-nt it in a formal way to the country. 
The President and a majority of the Cabi- 
net exhibited a purpose to meet the Senate 
squarely on the insue and refuse to send 
to the S"nati- either from the depart- 
ment of justice or the executive man- 
eion any information relative to the 
suspension 
of the United States Dis- 


trict Attorney for the 
southern dis- 


trict of Alabama or any other official. 
A minority of the Cabinet, including, it 
i- iiiuli-i -itood, the Attorney-General, while 
ronci-dm<? the constitutionality of the 
President's position in the matter, advised 
that, as a mutter of courtesy solely, 
eucli information in the possi-asion of 
the Attorney-General in the 
pending 


i-rtrje. or of other Cabinet officers, or the 
President himself in other CUSPS, as need 
cot bv- irmsidtTcd confidential, should be 
sent to the Senate.

how after the murder he (the witness) and 
Hock Siack cleaned up the room, ar- 
ranged the bed, washed the weapons used, 
and how they then put Johnson's body in 
a narrow stairway adjoining, and how he 
left the city, went across the river, traveled 
southward by railroad and on foot, and 
how he was arrested near Murphysboro, 
111., and brougljt back to this city. The 
story was substantially the same as the 
one he told before the coroner, and will be 
greatly relied upon to convict the defend- 
ants. 


After a severe cross-examinatiop yeoter- 


day of Cong Seng, the prosecution closed, 
and the defense haying instructed the jury, 
began the introduction of testimony. They 
will try to prove that Cong Seng was the 
only murderer of Lou Johnson; that 
there was a conspiracy on the part 
of the Ye King Society of New York to 
get the

LONDON, Jan. 27.—Greece has replied to 


the second note from the Powers, again re- 
fusing to disarm. New regiments are beinp 
raised rapidly for active service in Greece. 
The war fever at Athene is now beyond the 
control of the King and his Premier. 
The British fleet under Admiral Hay has 
been ordered to Piraeus and the Porte has 
been informed of England's action. The 
Greek fleet sailed Monday to avoid being 
blockaded by the British fleet. It consists 
of thirty-three ships, including two iron- 
clads and six gun-boats. Seven Turkish 
iron-clads are cruising in the vicinity oi 
Preves. on the north hide of the entrance to 
the Gulf of Arta. Three thousand Turkish 
troops have been sent from Syria to Cretj. 
The garrison of Crete will be raised to nine- 
teen thousand men. 


The people of Athens have appealed 


through a committee to Mr. Gladstone 
asking him to champion their cause, and 
he has replied that he earnestly hopes 
Greece will pause before placing herself in 
conflict with the deliberate and united re"- 
ommendation of the Powers.

to-day.

None ol the Democrats appeared. The 
Democratic Senators had secured parlors 
on State street for their conference, and re- 
mained ic session there all day. 


The most important tiling considered by 


the Democrats yesterday was the question 
of Kennedy's privilege, referred to the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections last 
week, and it was proposed that this be re- 
ported back, with the recommendation 
that Kennedy be impeached and uxpelh'd. 
As he had ruled against the four Hamilton 
County Senators sitting in their own cases, 
it is held that he can not occupy the chair 
when his own case, under the recommenda- 
tion, comes up for consideration. 
With 


President O'Neill in the chair, in his ntcad. 
they would proceed without Kennedy and 
claim poHs^syion of the Senate. Wlieu thin 
is attempted Kennedy will hold that thi' 
four contest cases are the tpcciul order nnd 
that this report will not be in order till the 
special order is disposed of. The Senate is 
then likely to btand twenty-one Republic, ins 
and sixteen Democrats, and the question 
on his impenclimont woiim tie SMIU.

THE ST. NICHOLAS HOTEL. 


In the year 1850, a Mrs. Herrald 


and hsr son John erected at the 
Boothwett corner of the old square, a 
two-story frame building, which was 
called Sjcial Hall, ana in which she 
carried on the hotel business until 
1854 
At that time the building was 


consumed by fira, when she and her 
son immediately erected upon the 
eite, the front wing of what is now 
called the St, Nicholas hotel, which 
she occupied as landlady till the year 
1856, when she moved to California. 
Then Messrs. Castle, Henderson and 
Strow next took possession, and kept 
the house until 1857, when they were 
succeeded by Messrs. Warren and 
Ogleeby. who carried on the business 
until 1858. 
Then James Spongier 


stepped in,- and ran the hotel one 
year. Th%n came Varney, Webster 
and SOB. who occupied the premises 
and held possession until 1861. Thea 
a Mr. Howe, who kept the house un- 
til 1863, when he was succeeded by 
Mr. Cloud, who kept possession until 
1865, and was succeeded by the Laux 
Brothers,who in the same year bought 
the hotel of L. B. Marg, of Stewart, 
Ohio. The Laax Brothers then oc- 
cupied the house ontil 1880, when 
Major Downing took possession and 
kept it till 1881. 
Then Charles Laux 


next succeeded and is its present pro- 
prietor. In 1865 tha Lanx Brothers 
added an addition to the rear of the 
part of the bnilding that was first 
erected by Mrs. Herrald. 


The structure as it now stands, is 


about eighty feet square, and is 
three etoiies high. The office room 
is very spacious, the floor beipg laid 
with the various colored murble,which 
gives it a beautiful appearance. Mr 
Lanx is a model hotel keeper from 
the fact that his long experience has 
qualified him with a thorough knowl- 
edge of all the departments pertain- 
ing to the business. The St. Nich- 
olas contains seventy sleeping apart- 
ments, all of which are most elegant- 
ly furnished. The dining apartment 
is large, and its tables are spread with 
all the luxuries the markets afford, 
and a changed bill of fare is issued 
daily. The average number of guests 
that are accommodated at the St 
Nicholas daily is about fifty, the rate. 
of tliis house being two dollars per 
day. The house will always be a suc- 
cess as long as it ia run under its 
present management.

fi]*omi to a Suicide's Orave. 


Last evening about five o'clock, 


n woman commonly known as " Sugar 
Foot," but the wife of Charles Brown, 
the peddler, called at the Luttrell 
property on the corner of East Wil- 
liam and Jackson streets, where 
Brown had a room on the second 
floor. She was admitttd at the front 
door aod passed up stairs to the 
room on the east side of the house, 
which waa occupied by her husband. 
A moment later she appeared at the 
head of the stairs and ecretnml, 
"My God! Come up here. He is 
dead " An elderly lady living with 
a family named Shxton. ,vho occupy 
the west side of the house, ti'. fir-t 
refused, but finally did go to tho 
door of Brown's room. He was lying 
in bed, apparently on one Bide, and 
was motionless. Mrs Brown eutsred 
and running her hand bsneath the 
coverlet, encountered a mass of 
blood. A man named Hobson, to- 
gether with Mr. Reuben B«tzer aud 
others, waa called in, and afier a 
brief examination they found beyond 
doubt that the feare of Mrs. Brown 
were well grounded. A wagon was 
procured and the remains were re- 
moved to. Perl's undertaking estab- 
lishment, and uo one was allowed to 
view them owing to the absence of 
tho coroner from the city. 


The facts in tho case clearly prove 


that Brown took his own life. 
He 


bad access to the front door of the 
Lnttrell property by means of a latch 
key, and was noticed passing into 
tbe house about nine o'clock yester- 
day morning by the little Snxton boy.

The weapon was 
covered with blood. Brown had a 
few days ago told his wife that he in- 
tended to end his life.
